REMARKS 

I. The Claims 

Claims 9-12, 15-18, 19-22, 26, and 29-36 have been withdrawn from consideration. As 
a result, claims 1-8, 13, 14, 23-25, 27, and 28 are currently under examination. 

II. The Specification 

In the Office Action, the Examiner requires that the specification on page 1 , paragraph 1 , 
be updated to indicate that parent application no. 10/160,466 is now U.S. Patent No. 6,737,163. 
The specification is so updated herein. 

III. The Restriction Requirement 

Applicants hereby affirm the election to prosecute Invention I and (a) the catalyst of 
Formula I derived from dimethylaminopropylamine, isophorone diisocyanate and bisphenol A, 
and (b) a siloxane resin, claims 1-8, 13, 14, 23-25, 27, and 28. 

IV. The Claim Rejections 

In the Office Action, the Examiner provisionally rejects claims 1-8, 13, 14, 23-25, 27, and 
28 under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being 
unpatentable over claims 1-8, 13, 14, 25, 26, and 28-32 of copending Application No. 
1 1/190,666. The Examiner also rejects these claims on the ground of nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-8, 13, 14, 19, 22 and 
23 of United States Patent No. 6,737,163. Such rejections can be avoided by filing a terminal 
disclaimer in the application or proceeding in which the rejection is made. See MPEP 804.02; 
citing In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); In re Knohl, 386 F.2d 476, 155 
USPQ 586 (CCPA 1967); and In re Griswold, 365 F.2d 834, 150 USPQ 804 (CCPA 1966). As a 
result, Applicants submit herewith a Terminal Disclaimer To Obviate A Double Patenting 
Rejection Over A Prior Patent.
